MESSAGE 


Dear  Fellow  Members  —  With  great 
sadness  and  a  heavy  heart  I  report 
to  you  that  Joe  B.  Davis,  of  Corpus 
Christi,  died  Thursday  A.M.,  April 
28,  1988.  Joe  was  TNA  member  #1, 
of  which  he  was  very  proud.  He  also 
held  LM  #5  and  served  as  TNA’s 
first  president.  In  28  years  of  active 
membership  I  don’t  believe  that  Joe 
ever  missed  an  annual  convention 
nor  did  he  ever  miss  a  board  meet¬ 
ing.  Joe  was  one  of  the  strongest 
supporters  of  this  Association  that 
we  have  had  and  certainly  put  more 
into  the  Association  and  his  hobby 
than  most.  As  a  consequence,  he  got 
a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  and  plea¬ 
sure  from  his  hobby.  You  will  be 
greatly  missed,  Joe,  by  all  of  us 
whose  lives  you  touched.  The  deep¬ 
est  sympathy  from  the  membership 
goes  to  Joe’s  widow,  Ouida,  and  to 
the  other  members  of  his  family. 

Not  more  than  five  minutes  ago  I 
learned  of  the  recent  death  of  still 
another  long-time  TNA  member,  Col. 
Charles  A.  Wingo  of  Denison.  Charles 
served  TNA  in  a  number  of  ways 
including  as  its  president  from  1975 
to  1979.  You  also,  Charles,  will  be 
sorely  missed.  Our  deepest  sympathy 
to  Mrs.  Wingo  and  to  members  of 
the  Wingo  family. 

The  just  concluded  TNA  conven¬ 
tion  in  Houston  was,  I  think,  one 


of  the  best  ever.  There  were  57  ex¬ 
hibits,  a  record  number.  Seventeen 
of  those  exhibits  were  done  by  Junior 
members,  also  a  record  number.  For 
the  most  part,  business  at  the  dealers' 
tables  seemed  to  be  brisk.  Among 
the  host  club  members  who  worked 
really  hard  putting  on  a  fine  conven¬ 
tion  are:  General  Chairman  A1  Loya- 
Bourse  Chairman  Ray  Aldrete;  Exhi¬ 
bits  Chairman  Nela  Runkle;  Regis¬ 
tration  Chairman  Carolyn  Morrow; 
Fred  Baker  and  many  others.  It’s 
obvious  that  those  folks  in  Houston 
have  had  a  lot  of  experience  putting 
on  successful  coin  conventions.  The 
hotel  was  most  cooperative  and  the 
security,  provided  by  off-duty  Houston 
Police  Department  officers,  was  ex¬ 
ceptionally  pleasant  and  at  the  same 
time  alert.  Greater  Houston  Coin 
Club,  you  did  a  fine  job.  Thank  you. 

Not  only  does  TNA  have  a  com¬ 
plete  set  of  the  silver  and  bronze 
annual  convention  medals  but  we 
now  have  the  dies  for  those  medals 
for  the  years  1972  through  1987. 
The  mint  which  struck  our  medals 
in  1969  through  1971  was  contacted 
and  they  informed  me  that  those 
dies  had  been  destroyed.  But  for 
those  three  dies,  the  dies  and  the 
medals  were  on  exhibit  in  Houston 
and  the  plan  is  to  exhibit  them  at 
each  TNA  convention.

In  coming  months,  we  will  be 
gleaning  ideas  from  newsletters 
which  are  being  received  by  the 
GREATER  HOUSTON  COIN 
CLUB  on  an  exchange  basis  with 
clubs  from  over  the  country.  This 
will  be  in  conjunction  with  the  new 
competition  for  newsletters  an¬ 
nounced  in  theTNA  NEWS,  which 
includes  newsletters  from  out-of- 
state  received  by  TNA-member 
clubs. 

Several  clubs  utilize  a  “3-leg  Buf¬ 
falo"  contest.  Each  meeting,  a  mem¬ 
ber’s  number  is  drawn,  and  that 
member  is  awarded  one  leg.  When  a 
member  has  reached  three  legs,  that 
is,  that  member’s  number  has  been 
drawn  three  times,  the  member  re¬ 
ceives  a  small-denomination  gold 
coin.  Most  of  the  clubs  use  either  a 
1/10  Panda  or  a  2-Peso  Mexican 
coin.  I  would  imagine  that  if  the 
club  wants  the  competition  to  move 
faster,  it  could  draw  a  multiple  of 
member  numbers  each  meeting. 
This  should  certainly  encourage 
attendance  at  meetings;  the  idea  of 
winning  a  little  gold  coin  would  be  a 
great  incentive. 

This  idea  has  been  seen  in  the 
WEST  VALLEY  COIN  CLUB 
newsletter  from  Panorama  City, 
CA.,  and  was  also  mentioned  in  the 
pages  of  the  WASHINGTON 
NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  news 
letter  from  D  C. 

The  MILWAUKEE  NUMIS¬ 
MATIC  NEWS,  which  is  the  new¬ 
sletter  of  the  MILWAUKEE 
NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY,  gives 
a  list  of  qualifications  for  receiving 


their  society’s  ANA  Summer  Semin¬ 
ar  Scholarship.  According  to  the 
NEWS,  "It  is  always  better  to  be 
way  over  qualified,  than  basically 
qualified.” 

The  basic  requirements  ... 

1.  Member  must  be  in  good 
standing  for  last  three  years. 

2.  Member  must  have  attended 
at  least  six  meetings. 

3.  Member  must  write  at  least 
one  article  for  the  newsletter. 

4.  Member  must  do  six  hours 
work  for  the  club  show. 

5.  Member  must  display  at  three 
meetings. 

6.  Member  must  submit  a  biogra¬ 
phical  sketch  of  qualifications  by 
the  December  meeting. 

As  editor  of  my  club  newsletter.  I 
certainly  approve  the  requirement 
number  3!  These  requirements 
would  not  strain  a  member,  if  he  or 
she  really  would  be  worthy  of  the 
$700  to  $800  spent  to  fund  this  scho¬ 
larship.  Remember,  the  money  in¬ 
cludes  travel,  tuition,  lodging  and 
meals.  To  quote  the  MILWAUKEE 
NEWS  ...  "...fantastic..." 

GREATER  HOUSTON  has  util¬ 
ized,  in  the  past,  the  idea  of  COIN 
OF  THE  MONTH,  garnered  from 
the  pages  of  the  WILMINGTON 
COIN  CLUB  (Delaware)  meeting 
notice.  The  coin  of  the  month  is 
announced  in  the  newsletter.  For 
example,  if  it  is  to  be  a  silver  dime, 
members  would  bring  a  silver  dime 
and  receive  a  ticket  for  a  drawing. 
When  the  winning  ticket  was  drawn, 
the  member  holding  that  ticket 
would  win  ALL  the  dimes.  A  differ-

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ent  coin  could  be  used  each  month, 
or  if  desired,  the  same  coin  used 
month  after  month 

A  program  idea  from  the  pages  of 
the  PRINCE  GEORGES 
COUNTY  COIN  CLUB  of  Mary¬ 
land  THE  BOOK  BEFORE 
THE  COIN.  As  the  editor  put  it, 
“You’ve  all  heard  the  phrase,  ‘Buy 
the  Book  Before  the  Coin.’  Tonight 
is  your  chance  to  share  with  eve¬ 
ryone  your  favorite  book.  Bring  one 
book  (or  more)  and  share  with  us 
what  you  have  learned  from  it,  why 
you  like  it,  why  you  don’t  like  it,  etc. 
Bring  examples  of  the  material  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  book,  if  you  wish,  even 
if  you  bought  it  before  the  book!  We 
won’t  tell.”  What  a  neat  idea,  and 
how  easy  to  reinforce  what  we’ve  all 
learned  about  buying  before  learn¬ 
ing!

The  following  appeared  in  the 
Dallas  Times  Herald  on  November 
20,  1937  —  “Stamp  collectors  appar¬ 
ently  were  deprived  of  fertile  hunt¬ 
ing  grounds  when  Dallas  County 
Building  Superintendent  T.  P. 
Williams  placed  several  thousand 
old  district  court  case  records  under 
lock  and  key  in  the  basement  of  the 
court  house.  It  was  discovered  re¬ 
cently  that  unknown  persons  had 
gone  through  old  case  records 
stored  in  a  fifth-floor  turret  of  the 
court  house,  damaging  the  records 
by  strewing  them  about  the  floor 
and  tearing  up  many  envelopes. 
Stamp  collectors  are  responsible  for 
this,  but  we  have  been  unable  to 
find  who  they  were  or  how  they 
gained  entrance  to  the  storage 
places,  said  finance  officer  Max 
McCullough.”

TNA  1988  is  now  duly  recorded. 

In  one  way  I  am  very  pleased  but 
in  another  way  I  am  not.  It  is  a 
"Good  news.  Bad  news."  situation. 
The  good  news  is  that  the  exhibits 
were  the  largest  in  number  that  I 
have  seen  in  several  years  at  any 
show  except  ANA.  This  is,  I  believe, 
through  the  efforts  of  the  exhibits 
chairman,  Nela  Runkle.  She  worked 
extremely  hard  and  the  results 
show  it.  Arms  were  twisted,  my  own 
included,  after  I  thought  of  with¬ 
drawing  at  the  last  moment.  She 
deserves  a  medal  for  her  efforts.  The 
quality  of  the  exhibits  was  also  up. 
For  this  I  want  to  thank  all  the 
exhibitors,  adult  and  junior  as  well. 
Some  of  the  juniors  presented  exhi¬ 
bits  which  were  as  well  done  as 
many  I  have  seen  presented  by 
adults. 

Now  for  the  bad  news.  I  am  not 
fully  sure  how  to  approach  the  sub¬ 
ject  without  someone  feeling  that  I 
am  pointing  a  finger  at  him.  But,  I 
guess,  if  the  shoe  fits...  Judging 
rules,  12.  a.  Specifically  states: 

Best  of  Show  shall  be  selected  from 
the  first  place  winners  in  categories 
A  and  C.”  Those  judging  the  best  of 
show'  winner  chose  to  break  this 
rule  and  award  the  best  of  show  to 
an  exhibit  that  took  3rd  place  in  its 


category.  In  a  discussion  with  one 
of  the  judges,  I  was  told:  "...  it  had 
potential  ...”  This  mentality,  when 
projected  to  an  ultimate  conclusion, 
says  that  the  best  of  show  should  be 
given  to  that  exhibit  which  is  given 
the  smallest  number  of  points. 
The  reason  being  that  it  has  the 
potential  for  the  greatest  amount  of 
improvement.  I  have  not  discussed 
the  matter  with  a  single  person  who 
is  in  agreement  with  the  judges’ 
decision.  It  would  seem  that  this 
decision  was  reached,  knowing  full 
well,  that  the  rule  was  being  broken. 

Plans  are  being  made  in  TNA  and 
in  many  other  clubs  in  Texas  to  give 
the  young  numismatists. ..(this,  I  am 
told,  sounds  better  than  juniors)  more 
encouragement  and  attention  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  hobby.  One  factor 
which  we  are  using  here  in  Houston 
is  the  new  exhibit  which  was  placed 
for  viewing  only  recently  at  the  Mu¬ 
seum  of  Natural  Sciences.  This  is 
the  brain  child  of  Carl  Fogarty  but 
he  was  assisted  by  other  members 
of  GHCC.  The  subject  is  "Animals 
on  Coins"  and  will  have  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  reach  some  20,000  young 
viewers  a  year.  Applications  are 
available  at  the  desk  in  the  mu¬ 
seum.  TNA  as  well  as  GHCC  made 
this  a  reality.  It  will  be  on  display

AUGUST  13-14  1988 
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TREASURES  OF  THE  ATOC'HA 

Norma  Mather,  Reporter 


Seminar  I  on  Saturday  afternoon 
was  addressed  by  Myrrill  Cox,  who 
spoke  on  “Treasures  of  the  Atocha” 
—  three  cases  of  which  were  on 
display  in  the  exhibit  room.  He  told 
of  the  Treasure  Co.,  a  group  organ¬ 
ized  to  finance  the  search  for  the 
Atocha  and  her  sister  ship,  which 
were  known  to  have  gone  down  in  a 
storm  off  the  coast  of  Florida  in 
1622.  “Treasure  Hunters”  is  des¬ 
cribed  as  a  unique  family  group, 
headed  by  Mel  Fischer,  which  has 
done  the  salvaging. 

The  Atocha  was  discovered  in 
1985  in  55  feet  of  water  after  a  16- 
year  search.  The  manifest  of  the 
cargo  had  been  translated  so  what 
could  be  found  was  known.  There 
was  gold  and  silver  in  bars  and 
chains,  each  link  of  which  was 
equal  to  the  metal  in  a  specific  value 
coin.  This  was  done  to  avoid  the 
20%  tax  on  coins.  Crosses  and  other 
jewelry,  precious  gems,  78  lbs.  of 
emeralds  were  reported;  and  tons  of 
copper,  as  well  as  tobacco  and  other 
products,  were  aboard.  There  were 
chests  of  coins,  all  made  from  dies 
brought  from  Spain,  very  crude  in 
shape  but  of  exact  weight  and 
assay,  required  to  carry  the  mint 
mark  and  assayer’s  or  mint  mas¬ 
ter’s  mark.  Counterfeiting  was 
punishable  by  200  lashes  and  10 
years  at  hard  labor! 

Cox  told  of  the  program  of  collec¬ 
ting  cargo  from  many  points  in  this 
hemisphere,  even  transporting  it 
from  Peru,  Bolivia  and  Colombia 
across  the  isthmus  of  Panama,  and 


reloading  it  in  larger  vessels  at 
Havana  to  be  taken  to  Spain  to 
support  the  government  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire  and  other  countries 
of  the  Old  World. 

The  Atocha  and  Santa  Margarita 
were  guard  ships  for  the  16-vessel 
fleet.  They  were  round-bottom 
ships,  easy  prey  to  storms.  Only 
three  survived  the  Atocha  wreck.
